and justice of our belief we appeal to

our legislature. ' Agriculture being the 
chief industry of the United States, the 
immensity and importance of our in- 
terests demand prompt and energetic 
action.

PROF. DUDLEY'S LECTURE AT 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Many Novel Facts' Influencing the 


Lower Creation Are Exploited^In- 
sects, Animals and Birds Are Pro- 


' - tected by Peculiar Hues—Sea Forms 


Are Colorless. 


_,The lecture delivered last night at the 
High school by Prof. W. E, Dudley, of 
iake Forest, 111., on "Protective Color- 
ing and;Mimicry in Art," was not very 
largely attended.

he said, how color helps'the bright-hued 
flowers and butterflies, the peacock, the 
humming bird and the many brilliant 
fruits.

are explainable from the .point of use- 
fulness. 
There are four distinct prevail- 


: ing colors, on the earth's surface, the 
•colorless hue of -the water, the white of 
the polar regions, the yellowish brown 
ot'the barren regions of Northi Africa, 
Asia and western North America, and 
-the green of the equatorial countries, 


• Besides these there.is.the variegated tint. 
of the temperate countries. 
The pre- 


dominant color of the animals in each 
section is the same as that of the area. 
Sea forms arecolorless and transparent, 
the majority of the animals in the arctic 
regions are: white, the tree frogs, the
